No money and 
no job created quite a problem , 
but fortunately the two women ar­

Bethlehem 
during

harvest season. According to Jew ­ 
ish law the poor were allowed to 
glean in the harvest fields, so Boaz, 
a kinsm an of Naom i's, encouraged 
Ruth to glean in his fields 
As a 
gleaner she could support herself 
and Naomi. 
Ruth Was A Foreigner 
Again and again the narrative 
in the Book of Ruth, which is 
considered the first short story of 
Hebrew' literature, em phasizes that 
Ruth 
was 
p 
foreigner. 
To 
the 
average Hebrew Ruth was only an 
im m igrant, one even to be scorned 
or m erely tolerated, but to the 
kind and generous Boaz her inner, 
spiritual qualities were immediately 
apparent. He noted that she con­ 
formed to the laws and customs 
of her adopted land and labored 
diligently to earn her daily living 
It was a model situation in which 
the attitude of the foreigner was 
without reproach and the attitude 
of the employed-kinsman was under 
standing and generous This indeed 
is an excellent basis for any study 
of race relations 
Moving from nation to nation and 
continent to continent is a current 
situation 
in 
which refugees are 
seeking new homes and opportuni- 
i ties in lands which are free. Our 
, own population is also on the move 
t — one-fifth of them moving to a 
new hom e each year. Christians 
have

Boaz

welcoming

I "strangers in our m idst" and help­ 
ing them to get adjusted. Jesus 
had a w arm spot for the stranger 
for he m ade a foreigner, a Sam ari­ 
tan, the hero of his famous parable 
of the Good Sam aritan. 
“ All One In Christ” 
If Jesus were here in America 
today, He would be a foreigner — 
an Oriental with a different back­ 
ground and culture. Would we wel­ 
come him to our church services? 
Paul said in reference to race. 
"T here is neither Jew nor Greek, 
there is neither slave or free, there 
I is neither m ale nor fem ale;

you are all one in Christ Jesus." 
The scene in which Boaz, the 
wealthy husbandm an, greets and
